Mission 

The  Complaint  Committee  will  facilitate  the  complaint  process  of  the  Sunshine 
Ordinance  Task  Force,  towards  the  goal  of  helping  members  of  the  public  obtain  the 
greatest  possible  access  to  city  government  that  is  permissible  by  law. 

Work  Plan

Complaint  to  the  Task  Force  re:  Planning  Commission 


We  have  reviewed  the  complaint  filed  by  Gloria  R.  Tulanowski  on  behalf  of  the  Haight- 
Divisadero  Neighbors  &  Merchants  Association  to  determine  whether  the  Sunshine  Ordinance 
Task  Force  has  jurisdiction  to  consider  the  complaint.  The  complaint  concerns  actions  taken  by 
the  Department  of  City  Planning  and  the  City  Planning  Commission  with  respect  to  a  Request 
for  Conditional  Use  Authorization  sought  by  Sprint,  pursuant  to  Section  71 1.83  of  the  Planning 
Code,  to  install  antennas  and  a  base  transceiver  station  on  the  roof  of  a  commercial  building 
located  at  1 100  Oak  Street. 

We  summarize  the  allegations  of  the  Complaint  below: 

1.  The  Notice  of  Hearing  by  the  City  Planning  Commission  on  the  conditional  use  authorization 
was  not  mailed  to  the  complainant  neighborhood  association. 

2.  The  Notice  of  Hearing  listed  the  applicant's  address  in  a  manner  that,  although  consistent 
with  the  information  in  the  Tax  Assessors  Office,  created  confusion  and  was  misleading  to 
the  public  and  the  Post  Office  because  there  is  no  such  publicized  or  recognizable  address. 

3.  No  public  notice  was  posted  at  the  building  site  to  alert  the  public  and  allow  due  process. 

4.  Three  days  before  the  public  hearing,  the  development  project  manager  held  a  community 
meeting  and  claims  to  have  mailed  notice  of  the  meeting  to  owners  and  neighbors  within  a 
300-foot  radius  of  1 100  Oak  Street.  Many  persons  claim  the  notice  was  not  received  by 
them. 

5.  The  meeting  was  inappropriate  and  untimely  for  proper  review  and  consideration,  based  on 
the  facts  as  alleged  in  No.  4  above. 

6.  The  Planning  Commission's  file  on  this  matter  had  no  copy  of  newspaper  public  notice  of 
meetings  on  the  matter,  nor  copies  or  originals  of  letters  and  phone  calls  by  concerned 


7.  At  the  first  scheduled  hearing  of  the  Planning  Commission,  the  community  was  granted  a 
continuance  based  on  issues  that  were  raised  at  the  hearing  but  not  answered  by  the 
Department  of  City  Planning  staff  person  assigned  to  the  matter.

8.  (i)  The  property  owners  and  residents  of  the  community  were  not  given  notice  of  the  second 
scheduled  Planning  Commission  hearing,  on  January  13,  2000,  and  no  public  notice  issued 
for  that  meeting;  (ii)  the  Department  staff  person  answered  one  question  put  to  the 
Commission  at  the  first  meeting,  but  failed  to  answer  another  question  asked;  (iii)  a  member 
of  the  Commission  stated  that  the  Department  staff  person  handling  this  matter  is  now 
working  for  Sprint  Wireless  Telecommunications;  (iv)  when  the  complainant  stood  to  speak 
to  the  Commission,  the  Commission  President,  who  was  absent  from  the  December  13,  1999 
meeting,  refused  to  allow  the  complainant  to  speak,  claiming  "The  meeting  on  this  issue  was 
a  'closed'  hearing";  and  (v)  complainant  filed  an  appeal,  which  was  denied  due  to  a 
technicality. 

9.  (i)  The  applicant  for  the  conditional  use  authorization,  and  the  affected  property  owner,  filed 
their  application  at  a  time  that  resulted  in  the  two  Commission  hearings  occurring  during  the 
holiday  season  when  concerned  citizens  are  at  their  most  vulnerable  and  least  available;  (ii)  a 
large  Notice  of  Hearing  was  posted  "on  the  window  of  the  laundromat  of  The  Brennan 
Building  after  the  fact  [emphasis  in  original],"  which  notice  showed  up  well  after  December 
25,  1999  (and  therefore  after  the  December  13,  1999  hearing)  and  had  blank  spaces  where 
pertinent  information  should  have  been  disclosed,  all  of  which  failed  to  alert  people  in  the 
neighborhood  of  their  right  to  voice  their  complaints  at  the  hearing;  and  (iii)  this  large  public 
notice  was  not  updated  for  the  continued  public  hearing  of  January  13,  2000. 

Finally,  the  Complaint  contends  that  the  Planning  Commission  decision  on  the 
Conditional  Use  Authorization  should  be  voided  and  that  Discretionary  Review  of  the  case 
should  be  granted. 

Role  of  Sunshine  Ordinance  Task  Force 

The  Sunshine  Ordinance  Task  Force  has  jurisdiction  over  matters  pertaining  to  the 
Sunshine  Ordinance,  the  California  Public  Records  Act,  and  the  Brown  Act  (hereafter,  the 
"Sunshine  laws"). 

With  one  possible  exception,  the  allegations  of  the  Complaint  are  not  based  on  the 
Sunshine  laws.  The  Complaint  contains  no  allegation  that  the  agendas  or  notices  provided  for 
the  Planning  Commission  hearings  violated  any  requirement  of  the  Sunshine  laws.  Nor  does  the 
meeting  conducted  by  the  development  project  manager  (allegation  No.  4)  appear  to  be  subject 
to  the  requirements  of  these  laws  and  the  Complaint  makes  no  such  allegation.  Rather,  the 
allegations  of  the  Complaint  concern  the  notice,  scheduling  and  conducting  of  hearings  on  an 
application  for  a  Conditional  Use  Authorization,  matters  governed  by  the  City  Planning  Code 
{See,  Sections  316-316.8  and  the  Sections  referenced  therein  of  the  Planning  Code.).1 

Moreover,  the  relief  that  the  Complaint  seeks  is  to  void  the  decision  of  the  Planning 
Commission  and  grant  Discretionary  Review.  The  procedures  for  appeals  of  decisions  by  the 


lThe  Complaint  contains  one  allegation  that  does  not  concern  City  Planning  Code  procedures.  The  Complaint 
alleges  that  a  Department  of  City  Planning  staff  person  assigned  to  the  case  "is  now  working  with  Sprint  Wireless 
Telecommunications."  It  is  not  clear  what  law  the  complainant  alleges  has  been  violated,  although  she  is  possibly 
alleging  conflict  of  interest.

Planning  Commission  on  Conditional  Use  Authorizations  are  not  governed  by  the  Sunshine 
laws,  but  by  Section  4.105  of  the  Charter  and  City  Planning  Code  Section  308.1.  Those 
provisions  give  the  Board  of  Supervisors  the  jurisdiction  to  affirm,  modify  or  disapprove  City 
Planning  Commission  decisions  on  Conditional  Use  Authorizations.  Similarly,  the  procedure  for 
granting  Discretionary  Review  is  not  governed  by  the  Sunshine  laws,  but  by  Business  and  Tax 
Regulations  Code  Section  26. 

Accordingly,  the  Sunshine  Ordinance  Task  Force  does  not  have  jurisdiction  to  consider 
the  Complaint  insofar  as  it  alleges  violations  of  the  City  Planning  Code,  nor  to  overturn  a 
decision  granting  a  Conditional  Use  Authorization  or  granting  or  denying  Discretionary  Review. 

We  noted  one  possible  exception  to  the  conclusion  that  the  Complaint  was  not  based  on 
violation  of  the  Sunshine  laws.  That  exception  is  the  allegation  that  when  the  complainant 
"stood  before  the  Commission  to  speak,"  the  Commission  President  "refused  to  allow  me  to 
speak,  claiming  'The  meeting  on  this  issue  was  a  'closed'  hearing.'" 

The  Sunshine  Ordinance  requires  that  "[e]very  agenda  for  regular  meetings  shall  provide 
an  opportunity  for  members  of  the  public  to  directly  address  a  policy  body  on  items  of  interest  to 
the  public  that  are  within  the  policy  body's  subject  matter  jurisdiction."  S.F.  Admin.  Code 
Section  67.15(a).  The  Brown  Act  contains  the  same  requirement.  Government  Code  Section 
54954.3.  The  Sunshine  Ordinance  also  requires  that  policy  bodies  adopt  a  rule  providing  that 
each  person  wishing  to  speak  on  an  item  before  the  body  at  a  regular  or  special  meeting  shall  be 
permitted  to  be  heard  once  for  up  to  three  minutes."  S.F.  Admin.  Code  Section  67. 15(c). 

It  is  not  possible  to  ascertain  from  the  Complaint  the  full  nature  of  the  exchange  between 
the  Complainant  and  the  Commission  President.  A  Commission  President  has  the  right  to 
require  members  of  the  public  to  step  aside  after  their  time  to  speak  has  elapsed,  to  refrain  from 
speaking  on  an  issue  that  is  not  relevant  to  the  item  under  consideration,  or  to  take  other  action 
designed  to  allow  testimony  be  taken  in  an  orderly  manner.  However,  if  the  allegation  is  that  the 
Commission  President  "refused  to  allow  me  to  speak,"  the  Sunshine  Ordinance  Task  Force  has 
jurisdiction  to  conduct  a  hearing  to  determine  if  a  violation  of  the  Sunshine  Ordinance  has 
occurred.

The  Sunshine  Ordinance  Task  Force  (SOTF)  has  an  obligation  under  San 
Francisco  Administrative  Code.  §  67.21  (3)  to  respond  to  a  petition  made  to  the  SOTF  for 
a  determination  of  whether  a  record  is  public  within  45  days  of  the  request  and  within  two 
days  after  the  next  meeting  following  the  date  that  the  petition  to  the  SOTF  was  lodged. 
This  means  that  the  SOTF  is  going  to  have  to  come  up  with  an  expedited  process  for 
addressing  these  complaints. 

A.  Inquiries  by  Phone: 

1.  It  is  the  goal  of  the  SOTF  to  help  the  public  seek  open  access  to  public 
records  and  meetings.  The  staff  of  the  SOTF  will  therefore  work  with  the 
public  to  help  achieve  such  access  in  order  to  avoid  the  need  for  the  filing 
of  a  petition  of  complaint  with  the  SOTF. 

2.  SOTF  will  discuss  the  request  with  the  member  of  the  public  and  attempt, 
with  the  assistance  of  the  city  attorney,  to  mediate  the  request. 

3.  If  unable  to  facilitate  access  to  a  desired  record  or  access  to  a  meeting  that 
should  be  public,  the  SOTF  staff  will  advise  the  member  of  the  public  of 
their  right  to  file  a  petition  with  the  supervisor  of  records  and  of  the  SOTF 
complaint  process,  and  send  packet. 

4.  SOTF  will  continue  to  help  facilitate  access  to  open  government  wherever 
possible. 

B.  Filing  a  Petition  of  Complaint  with  the  SOTF: 

1.  No  hearing  will  be  held  without  the  filing  of  a  petition,  either  in  the  form 
of  a  letter  or  with  a  (revised)  complaint  form. 

2.  A  petition  may  be  submitted  to  the  SOTF  via  mail,  fax  or  e-mail. 


3. 


The  petition  will  include  a  way  to  indicate  if  the  complainant  wants  a 
public  hearing  on  the  issue  raised  in  the  petition. 


The  Complaint  Committee  of  the  SOTF  will  consist  of  at  least  three 
members  of  the  SOTF,  membership  of  which  will  rotate  amongst  the 
SOTF  members.. 

The  City  Attorney  will  make  a  recommendation  to  the  Complaint 
Committee  as  to  whether  or  not  the  SOTF  has  subject  matter  jurisdiction 
over  a  complaint.  If  the  City  Attorney  determines  that  the  SOTF  lacks  such 
jurisdiction,  s/he  will  so  advise  the  Complaint  Committee.  If  the 
Complaint  Committee  agrees,  the  complainant  will  be  notified  in  writing 
that  the  SOTF  cannot  hear  the  complaint  and  the  complaint  will  be  closed. 
If  the  Complaint  Committee  disagrees  with  the  City  Attorney's 
determination  and  determines  that  subject  matter  jurisdiction  exists,  the 
complaint  will  proceed. 

Upon  a  finding  of  jurisdiction  by  the  complaint  committee, ,  the  SOTF 
Administrator  will  send  copy  of  the  petition  to  the  affected  department,  | 
with  a  request  to  respond  within  5  business  days.  The  city  attorney  may 
assist  the  city  departments  and  agencies  in  responding  to  requests  for 
public  records,  and  may  seek  the  assistance  of  the  city  attorney  assigned  to 
the  SOTF. 

A  copy  of  the  departmental  response  will  be  forwarded  to  the  member  of 
the  public  by  the  SOTF  Administrator.  Where  an  individual  has  not 
requested  a  hearing,  they  will  again  be  advised  that  such  a  hearing  is 
available  to  them.
